Just a year ago, violence 
erupted when nine Negroes en- 
rolled in Little Rock's Central 
High School under a federal 
court order for racial integra- 
tion.

PARIS, Aug. 25 (AP) — An 
explosion wrecked the Moure- 
piane oil refinery near Mar- 
16 hours after 
Algerian nationalists set it 
afire as part of a terror cam- 
paign across France. Four 
policemen were shot to death 
in Paris. 

Police said 20 firemen were 
killed in the refinery blast. 

Firemen were at the scene 
fighting the tire when the ex- 
plosion occurred. The fire was 
the most serious of those set 
off by the Algerians in their 
campaign of killing and sabot- 
age to underscore their de- 
mands for independence.

The Senate Labor Rackets In- 
vestigating Committee will 
concentrate on St. Louis ac- 
tivities of the Teamsters’ Union 
when hearings are resumed 
here tomorrow in the Senate 
Office Building, 

A long list of witnesses is 
expected to be called to the 
stand as the committee, which 
is headed by Senator John L. 
McClellan (Dem.), Arkansas, 
examines the labor career of 
Harold J. Gibbons, ranking 
right-hand man of Teamster 
President James R. Hoffa. Gib- 
bens is scheduled to make his 
appearance late in the week. 

Gibbons and Hoffa have been 
closely associated for many 
years, Gibbons as secretary- 
treasurer and Hoffa as presi- 
dent of the Central Conference 
of Teamsters. The committee 
is examining expenditures of 
funds from the conference 
treasury. 

Several witnesses will be 
asked about a violent taxicab 
strike which was called by Gib- 
bons in St. Louis in November 
1953. One of the witnesses is 
Capt. Thomas Moran, head of 
the bomb and arson squad. An- 
other is Louis D. Shoulders, a 
participant in the violence. 
Shoulders is the son of former 
Police Lt. Louis Shoulders. 

(Louis Berra, former man- 

ager of the Teamsters’ Labor 
Health Institute in St. Louis, 
and Barney Dandridge, a taxi- 
cab driver, have been sub- 
penaed to appear before the 
committee this week, it was 
learned today in St. Louis. 
Berra served about 14 months 
ef a two-year term for income 
tax evasion and was paroled in 
December 1956.)

The Teamsters,‘ who have 
been expelled from the AFL- 
‘CIO, drew support yesterday 
from Joseph Curran, president 
of the National Maritime Un- 
ion and a vice president of the 
AFL-CIO. Curran, appéaring 
on the National Broadcasting 
Co.’s “Meet the Press” pro- 
gram, said the Teamsters 
should be brought back into 
the federation. 

Curran, a member of the 
AFL-CIO ethical practices com- 
mittee, cast a minority vote 
against a resolution to call on 
member unions to cancel any 
alliances or agreements with 
teamsters.

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The Task Is Twofold 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

The hubbub in the Senate re- 
garding American surrender 
should not be permitted to dis- 
guise these hard salient facts: 1. 
We are behind the Soviet Union 
in the development of guided mis- 
siles, and for that matter, modern 
weaponry in general. 2. Unless 
this situation is corrected, the So- 
viet lead will be so overwhelming 
as to threaten near-total devasta- 
tion of the United States by the 
target date 1964. 


These grim facts underscore 
the hollowness of our Administra- 
tion's military policies. Compla- 
cency replaced the need for hard 
military decisions. Boastful assur- 
ance of “‘more bang for the buck” 
was substituted for necessary mil- 
itary appropriations. Pious argu- 
ments for economy were used to 
justify cut-backs in vital military 
research. 

It should be remembered, how- 
ever, that there is still time to 
redress this military imbalance. 
We can catch up in missiles, and 
develop and produce the military 
hardware needed to place the 
United States in the position to 
effectively discourage an attack 
against her and to meet her mil- 
itary obligations abroad. There 
is not much time, to be sure, but 
it is there if we will use it. 

A strong military posture is 
worth little, however, without an 
effective foreign policy, designed 
to prevent war and enforce peace. 
We lack such a policy, as evi- 
denced by our steadily deteriorat- 
ing position in the Middle East, 
Asia, and Latin America, not to 
mention the corrosion of confi- 
dence among our free-world allies 
fn Europe. Our policy of con- 
tainment, designed to ‘curb the 
Soviet. Union, has proved a fail- 
ure, in part because of its inflex- 
ibility, but more because of lack 
of imaginative ‘and flexible leader- 
ship among those entrusted with

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Bucks from the People 


Even though this is an election year—a fact 
of which all 435 members of the House of 
Representatives and 34 of the Senators have 
been keenly conscious -since their seats will 
be at stake in November—another session of 
Congress has closed without having done any- 
thing about the high cost of running for pub 
lic office. 

This cannot be called an oversight. Sen- 
ator Hennings of Missouri introduced a re- 
form bill at the very start of the session— 
just as he has done in the past. Such legisla- 
tion has been ardently advocated since the 
days of Theodore Roosevelt and William Jen- 
nings Bryan. And the need for it was made 
all the more obvious by Senator Gore’s inves- 
tigation of 1956 campaign expenditures. 


. While Senator Gore’s committee was able 
to check on only $33,000,000 in campaign 
spending, the careful study conducted by Dr. 
Alexander Heard of the University of North 
Carolina estimated the 1956 total at $200.- 
000,000. Others have set higher figures. And 
they also made it clear that 90 per cent of 
this money came from less than 1 per cent 
of the voters. 

. . . 

The implications are anything but encour- 
aging for a democracy. The figures mean, 
quite frankly, that campaigns for public of- 
fice are underwritten by the affluent, the 
seekers of privileges and contracts, and by 
underworldlings hoping for immunity before 
the law. . 

With rare exceptions, the members of 
the House and the Senate are men of integ- 
rity. They do not want to be beholden to 
questionable elements. Yet they know that 
their campaigns are becoming increasingly 
expensive. The late Senator Robert A. Taft 
estimated that his 1950 campaign in Ohio cost 
at least $513,000. Senator Paul Douglas of 
Illinois estimates that the minimum cost of 
a senatorial campaign in one of the larger 
States ranges from $150,000 to $200,000. Yet 
in a term of six years a Senator’s salary comes 
to only $135,000. 

These men also know that because of the 
laws now in force a very large part of any 
campaign fund must be under - the - table 
money. A Senator may spend only $25,000 
on his campaign; a Representative only $5000, 
and a National Committee is limited to 
$3,000,000 in conducting a presidential cam- 
paign. So the law would be broken right and 
left if it were not loose enough to permit 
uncountable contributions which need not be 
reported. It is obvious that the unpublicized 
gift may be the most unsavory. But Senators 
and Representatives have not moved to re- 
lieve themselves of the incubus of the cam- 
paign fund, Why? Because they see no 
alternative to this method of meeting the bill. 

But there is such an alternative; or there 
should be. For years, the Post-Dispatch and 
others have been advocating broad support 
of candidates by their backers—all of them. 
Thousands and thousands of small contribu- 
tions—a dollar or perhaps five—from thou- 
sands and thousands of voters are the answer 
to the threats inherent in the present method 
of financing campaigns. No candidate who 
gets a $5 check from an enthusiastic sup- 
porter need worry about having to get him 
a job, or a contract, or a favor. 

* . « 


This little donation is given as freely as the 
vote itself—and it stems from the honorable 
conviction that his candidate is the one who 
will best serve city, state or nation. Yet mem- 
bers of Congress are far from certain that 
they can count on such support. 


The forthcoming campaign could reassure 
them. The American Heritage Foundation, 
with the support of both the Democratic and 
the Republican National Committees, is spon- 
soring a campaign with the slogan of “Don’t 
pass the buck—give a buck.” It has the co- 
operation of the National Advertising Coun- 
cil. By magazine and newspaper space, by 
radio and television, by billboard and every 
other advertising device, the appeal for small 
contributions—the kind which can keep poli- 
tics clean—should reach every voter. 


If the voters respond as they should, mem- 
bers of the next Congress may write an 
effective set of rules for campaign contribu- 
tions. They will be happy to realize that they 
need not depend on the old evasions. But it 
is going to be up to individuals—thousands 
and thousands of them—to send a dollar or 
so to their favorite party or candidate to 
prove that elections by the people can be fi- 
nanced by the people. 


Record Morning 


The dawn-hours brought a record low tem- 
perature for Aug. 25 in St. Louis, but we 
doubt that many viewed that remarkable 
weekend weather in terms of records. Puffy 
clouds scudded across the sun, from which 
bright light filtered through dry exhilarating 
air. Nightfall brought the stars flickering 
overhead, and sweaters and jackets. The 
mind could wander toward thoughts of fall 
and Indian summer. It could dream that 
August was some other, better month, and 
surrender dreams of Mexico City or the cool 
north woods as other, better places.

States’ Rights vs. Judicial Logic

This was pressing the states’ rights doctrine 
too far, preparing the ground for a legal wil- 
derness. This legislation, if adopted, would 
have made a mockery of congressional au- 
thority over the Court's jurisdiction. 


Rules for the Teamsters 


The new election rules recommended to the 
Teamsters union by the court-appointed Board 
of Monitors seem to be generally appropriate 
to the need. If adopted, as surely they should 
be, such rules could help eliminate many of 
the serious perversions of the democratic 
process that have enabled men like James R. 
Hoffa te climb to power. 

One of the proposals would make ineligible 
for office any union member convicted of a 
felony until a year after his right to vote in 
state elections had been restored. This is an 
elementary precaution in an organization that 
is shot through at the top with hoodlums and 
ex-convicts. And if it makes even a few of 
them ineligible to hold office, it will have pro- 
duced something of a gain. Whether it goes 
as far as a successful remedy may have to go 
remains to be seen. . 

Another rule would deny any candidates 
for union office the use of union funds or 
facilities except on terms of complete equality 
with other candidates. This is an obvious effort 
to put all candidates on equal terms—that 
is, to restore to the rank-and-file the demo- 
cratic leverage that is rightfully theirs. As 
the McClellan committee disclosures have 
made quite clear, once the thugs get into 
power they find that through judicious use 
of the union’s administrative machinery and 
treasury they can maintain power and still pre- 
tend they are observing democratic processes. 


The basic problem of the Teamsters centers 
around the restoration of the substance of 
democratic practices within the union. If the 
Board of Monitors can bring this about it will 
have done a tremendous job. The Teamster 
rank-and-file ought to be free to get the hood- 
lums and the leeches off their backs if they 
see fit. 


One Problem, One Agency 


An act that will mark a major advance in 
American aviation, and which is expected to 
make the skies vastly safer for all those who 
fly, has just become law. It will do what 
should have been done long ago. It will unite 
in a single Federal Aviation Agency the spe- 
cific safety and traffic control functions that 
now are haphazardly scattered among several 
government boards and bureaus. 

The measure, introduced by Senator Mon- 
roney, provides for a civilian administrator, re- 
sponsible only to Congress and the President, 
with broad powers to establish air traffic rules 
and develop and co-ordinate air navigation 
facilities for both civil and military aircraft. 
With the jet airliner nearly here, these re- 
forms are urgently needed. 

If there ever was a lesson in the evil effects 
of procrastination it is to be found in the 
years of neglect that preceded the Mon- 
roney bill. Since World War Il ended, avia- 
tion has been struggling in a hodgepodge of 
disputed authority, Congressional parsimony 
and swift buck passing. Small problems rap- 
idly became big ones that restricted progress 
and endangered safety. The Harding advisory 
group reported to the Government in January, 
1956, that “urgent action” was needed on the 
“overcrowded” airways but it still took a se- 
ries of midair collisions, in which 300 persons 
died, to awaken the nation, 

Senator Monroney and those few others 
who saw the shortcomings and dangers and 
did something about them are to be congratu- 
lated for the part they have played in shep- 
herding the remedial measure. 


Gov. Stration’s Leadership 


Gov. Stratton has demonstrated his support 
of the Blue Ballot judicial amendment to re- 
form Illinois’s antiquated court system. Be- 
hind his leadership the Republican. state con- 
vention adopted a resolution affirming the 
party's position in favor of this judicial re- 
form. The Governor is said to have insisted 
that this plank be in the platform despite the 
lukewarm attitude of many downstaters and 
some Cook county delegates. 

The reform, to be submitted at the Nov. 4 
general election, is about as moderate as can 
be, largely because those forces in the Legis- 
lature who are against any change were able 
to exert more influence than their numbers 
warranted. 

If the Governor will exert the same kind of 
positive leadership in November, @ court sys- 
tem that has undergone no major adjustments 
for nearly a hundred years is likely to be 
changed—and for the better. 


Tramp, Tramp, Tramp 

The Washington Senators and the Cleve- 
land Indians are not getting anywhere in the 
Yankee League. In fact, the two baseball 
clubs are making more like cross-country run- 
ners. The Senators, who stoutly avowed that 
they never would leave the national capital 
without the national sport, now are preparing 
to ask permission to move to Minneapolis. 
Thus they may have the jump on the more 


frank Indians who have been hinting and. 


threatening departure from Cleveland since 
their lush days under Bill Veeck. But you 
cannot count their boss, Frank Lane, out of a 
big race just because he was a bit slow getting 
away from the starting blocks. 

In Minneapolis, the Millers say that the 
arrival of a big league team in town would 
be the end for them, and for the St. Paul club, 
too; and that this would mean the end of the 
American Association, the bon ton conference 
of the minors. But that is the same script 
that the Pacific Coast League used before the 
Giants and Dodgers took over its best terri- 
tories. And the script was not very effective. 
The Mayor of Minneapolis already has pol- 
ished up a “Welcome!” sign. 

The fact is that Minneapolis has the most 
modern and most handsome baseball park in 
the U.S. There is not a post in the place. 
And its color scheme—green-blue inside and 
red-tan outside—is a decorator’s dream. It 
simply was not built for minor league base- 
ball, but rather as’ an effort to out-brave Mil- 
waukee. Now that the big leagues have gone 
peripatetic, one of.their teams is bound to 
move in sooner or later, |.

has not yet come in these United 
States when an order of a Federal 
Court must be whittled away, wa- 
tered down, or shamefully with- 
drawn in the face of violent and un- 
lawful acts of individual citizens in 
opposition thereto.” 

The majority opinion is both stern 
and frank, placing the responsibility 
for stirring opposition directly upon 
Mr. Faubus. In this respect it is 
considerably more realistic than the 
lone dissenting opinion of Chief 
Judge Gardner, who contends, with- 
out even mentioning. the role of the 
Governor, that federal troops were 
sent to Little Rock only because of 
the violence. That was only part of 
the reason; the more basic factor was 
the attempt by the Governor to im- 
pede voluntary compliance with an 
order of the United States District 
Court. 

When this is said, however, the 
Court of Appeals ruling (now stayed) 
in no way solves the dilemma. It 
only prevents the stiuation from be- 
coming worse from the standpoint 
of respect for federal law. In itself 
it can do little to restore tranquility 
to the schools, or to secure the rights 
of the Negro students in practice, 
or to relieve the school board of the 
truly agonizing problem with which 
it still’ must contend, 

Does this mean that federal troops 
must go back to Little Rock? That, 
of course, is a desperate €xpedient 
which everyone ought to want to 
avoid. But there is no indication, 
lamentably, of leadership or ini- 
tiative from the Administration in 
this delicate situation...

Not in recent times have all 
men holding any responsibility 
had a greater duty to have 
done with the knee-jerk reac- 
tions of emo- 
tionalism. 
These are the 
conclusions of 
some of the 
most elevated 
people in Wash- 
ington in both 
parties. These 
people are not 
panicky; but 
they are very 
worried. The 
harsh compli- 
cations of the Faubus 
racial issue -have for the first 
time produced the most peri- 
lous of all situations to com- 
mon sense. For the first time, 
the two extremes are meeting 
—not by intention but in ef- 


Faubus in Arkansas 
declared the Supreme 
Court’s school integration de- 
cision to be “unconstitutional.” 
He has thus, as Governor of a 
single state, asserted an in- 
terpretive power over the Fed- 
eral Constitution which that 
Constitution itself has given 
only to the court. 


Senator Douglas’s Error. 


Senator Paul H. Douglas of 
Illinois, a civil rights leader, 
has attempted to have the 
United States Senate express 
its “full support and approval” 
of the court’s decision. This is 
only the other side of the 
Faubus coin. 

Gov. Faubus was placing him- 
self above the Supreme Court 
of the United States. Senator 
Douglas, in his later withdrawn 
move to “defend” that Court, 
was hardly less thoroughly at- 
tacking its integrity. 

Seme of his liberal col- 
leagues, notably Senator Rich- 
ard L. Neuberger of Oregon, 
tried in vain at the beginning 
so to persuade him. 

For if the Senate has the 
right to “approve,” or in effect 
to ratify, a specific decision of 
the Court, it has an obvious 
right also to “disapprove” one. 


The President’s Stand. 


This is perhaps most of all 
why President Eisenhower him- 
self has persistently resisted 


all efforts to force him not 
merely to promise to enforce 
the Court’s decree but to “ap- 
prove” it. 

In this, whatever his failures 
of leadership elsewhere on the 
racial issue, the President is 
standing upon what some here 
see as the only possible consti-

also the views of some of the 
most devoted of all the advo- 
cates of all-out civil rights— 
and of all-out enforcement. 


The True ‘Responsibles.’ 


Some are Senators from New 
England, which has historically 
not been notably “soft” upon 
Southern denial of Negro 
rights. 

Some are Democrats; some 
are Republicans. But wherever 
pa come from and whatever 
their party they are working 
reasonably. They are the true 
“responsibles.” 

They are not trying to “let 
Faubus get away with it” and 
again defy federal court 
orders. They are trying instead 
to support tle President’s 
power—and duty—to maintain 
order in Little Rock if he must. 
But peg are backing a sensible 
use of that power. 


For Using Civil Power. 


Why, they ask, were federal 
troops sent last time before 
the Department of Justice 
made any effort to use its eas- 
ily exercisable right to summon 
any number of deputy marshals 
to enforce integration orders? 

The President will be under 
heavy pressure from these ‘“‘re- 
sponsibles,” if Little Rock 
again erupts in violence, to 
make use of this civil alterna- 
tive before resorting to the 
military one. 

If he is wise, it is felt among 
some ot his well-wishers inside 
and outside Congress, he will 
at least make the attempt this 
time if the new legal breathing 
spell at length produces final 
—and resisted—orders for in- 
tegration at once.

Speeding Up Justice. 


LOS ANGELES, Aug. 25 
(AP)—-Chief Justice Earl War- 
ren said today that intermin- 
able and unjustifiable court 
delays are compromising the 
basic legal rights of thousands 
of Americans. 

These delays, Warren said, 
are corroding the very founda- 
tions of constitutional govern- 
ment in the United States. 

The Chief Justice, delivering 


.|the keynote address at the 


American Bar Association con- 
vention, said that realization of 
legal remedies is painfully slow 
for many people. 

“And to the extent that this 
is so,” he went on, “there is 
created a disrespect for law 
at a time when everyone should 
be continually conscious of the 
fundamental principle that it is 
primarily the law and its advo- 
cate enforcement which makes 
liberty possible.” 

U.S. System Is on Trial. 

“Our entire system of gov- 
ernment is on trial,” Warren 
said, “not only as to its ability 
to meet problems to the satis- 
faction of our people but, also, 
to convince the world... that 
under free institutions which 
grow and develop without com- 
pulsion, there can be efficiency 
and dispatch in the handling of 
all the far-flung controversies 
involving human affairs. 

“Therefore, I urge that we 
make the improvement of jus- 
tice the great central cause of 
our profession... .” 

The former California Gov- 
ernor said lawyers and judges 
must relate their responsibili- 
ties to the orderly and effec- 
tive administration of justice 
in its broadest terms. 

United States District Courts 
are saddled with a backlog of 
70,000 cases, Warren said— 
enough to keep all district 
judges busy for more than a 
year even if 
is filed. 

“And the situation is rapidly 
growing worse.” 

Nearly 40 per cent of all 
civil cases in federal courts are 
subject to from one to four 
years delay between dates of 
issue and trial, Warren said. 


‘Growed Up Like Topsy. 


“The principal reason for | 


these problems,” he said, “is 
that our judicial systems—both 
state and federal—have ‘just 
growed up like topsy’—without 
proper organization and admin- 
istration planning.”

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Skillet Peach 


Preserve Recipe 
Reprinted 


IT IS MOST unusual for 
a recipe to be repeated in 
the food pages of this news- 
paper, but occasionally so 
many requests are received 
for one previously printed 
that it seems wise to publish 
it again. 

Such is the case with the 
Skillet Peach Preserves 
which appeared on July 25, 
1957. Within the past week 


“many women have called or 


written that they tried this 
method last summer with ex- 
cellent results, but have mis- 


placed the recipe. Here is 
a re-print of the story as it 
appeared: 

To keep you up to the min- 
ute in the latest food news, 
here is another brand-new 
way of making peach pre- 
serves—in a_ skillet. 

When you want to make 
just a little batch of pre- 
serves, perhaps use up a few 
peaches that are ripening too 
fast, get out your biggest 
skillet. 


Measure how many cups of 
water it will hold.

Fine Art of Searching for Mote 
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Finding One Is Easy But With Kids on Trip Looking Is the Challenge 


Quite often the size of the roadside sign has little to do with the adequacy of the motel. After seeing some of the motels

THERE are some 60,000 mo- 
tels in the United States — 
don’t ask me who gathers sta- 
tistics like that, just accept it 
— ‘and new ones are being 
built at the rate of 3000 per 
year. 

And I wish they would all 
look in their closets and see 
if they can find my gray slacks. 
But that is neither here nor 
there. Although I am missing 
a red sports shirt also. 

The point is — to continue 
this series on How to Survive 
Vacation Trips With Children 
—that the correct handling of 
motel-looking can make or 
break a parent on an extended 
trip with the kiddies. 

Finding a motel, as any real- 
ly experienced parent can tell 
you, and by the bags under 
their eyes shall ye know them, 
is not the trick. The pitch is 
in the looking. 

As expressed in yesterday's 
essay, the only valid way to 
make a trip with children, all 
sweetness and light advice to 
the contrary, is to do it their 
way: Don’t fight them, join 
them. And the biggest advan- 
tage here, maybe the only one, 
is that small children have 
no real conception of time. 
Capitalize on this and your 
hair will turn. white slower. 

I may have to get a little 
technical here. Now, we all 
understand Einstein's theory, 
eh what? About time and dis- 
tance? Fine, and onward. 

With small kids, time and 
distance are interchangeable. 
They don’t really know how far 
away anything is, either in 
miles or hours. The secret is 
don’t tell them. Always agree 
with them. 

“Are we going to stop pretty 
soon?” a 6-year-old will ask. 
It is 1 o’clock in the afternoon. 
You are going to stop at 6 or 7. 
Your answer? 

“Pretty soon.” 

This baffles them. But al- 
ways agree. This applies to 
tangible objects also. Witness: 

“Daddddddyyyy,” says the 
back seat whine.

How to Score 


A TV Quiz Show 


NEW YORK, Aug. 25. 

YOU MAY HAVE NOTICED that all those money quiz 
shows are orchestrated to a fare-thee-well, with a blast 
of specially arranged music every time the contestant fur- 
rows his brow. eerne I have always called it isolation- 
. a booth music, but actually 
it ts much more complex 
and far-flung than that. 
You may not know it 
but the quizzes now have 
“cross-over” musi ¢, 
played while a contest- 
ant crosses the stage to 
Mr. Emcee. There is, of 
course, “challenger” mu- 
sic, “think” music and 
of course, those trium- 
phant chords or “Hey, 
Ma, I won” music. My 
authority for all this is 
Hank Sylvern, who Was 
musical director of the 
now - defunct “Dotto.” 
Sylvern is an old pro at 
the broadcast music 
dodge. He has been 
writing “stings” since he 
was 13, and has worked 


JOHN CROSBY 
for everyone from Arthur Godfrey to Bob Hawk. He also 


writes scores for commercials. 
the new Pepsi-Cola commercial (‘It was like writing a 
mew ‘Star Spangled Banner’”’) and the Helene Curtiss 
commercial (I'm the only one writing a cosmetic score who 
doesn't use a harp. Im proud of that”). 


His recent ones include 


“When the quiz show begins, the first thing 
you have to do is announce it. That is ‘attention- 
getting’ music. We usually open with the tympani 
banging out two or three heart-beats and then 
we go into the ‘look, who’s here’ music, This an- 
mounces the host and contestant. Then there’s 
the commercial music and then we go into ‘chal- 
lenger’s’ music. 


“‘Challenger’s’ music is especially designed to arouse 
Suspense and yet to put the new challenger at ease. He 
is usually at the point where he isn’t smiling with his eyes 
yet. This gets him to have confidence in himself. When 
a buzzer rings, this means the contestant is going to an- 
sewer the final question. This is ‘point-of-no-return’ music. 


It has the essence of suspense in it. There's no retreating 
here. 


“If the contestant is wrong, we, of course, have ‘he’s 
wrong’ music. Otherwise, we have. ‘he’s. right’ music. 
Along the way we have ‘think’ music, ‘champion’ music, 
‘underlining’ music and lots of schmidlapps. A schmid- 
lapp is just a fill-in of two syllables—oo-be-oo-be. See? 

“I also have music with two eyes for a title. That 
means—watch the time. On ‘Dotto’ we even have differ- 
ent kinds of ‘dot’ music. We have music for five dots— 
quick music, get-on-with-the-game music. Then we have 
10-dot music—full of sharp-tongued flutes, still quick music 
but more triumphant in tone. 


All this sound came out of a fairly small but 
versatile orchestra which Sylvern ruled with an 
fron hand. “I signal with all the intensity of 
a general giving a signal to fire on the enemy. 
I wear earphones to keep in touch with the con- 
trol room, but I also keep a close eye on the 
host (Jack Narz) and the contestants. I have the 
winner’s music in one hand and the loser’s music 
in the other—just so I’m ready for anything. 
All my men are marvelous musicians, highly 
trained and virtuosos on more than one instrument. 
We can make a lot of sound for so small a band.” 


Sylvern points out that you may not think you hear 
the.music in a quiz program, but it’s very important. In 
fact, you get the impression Sylvern thinks it is the most 
important part of the show, certainly the one with the 
most to say. 


“The only music that should be played for these shows 
is live music. It is the only music that can get the right 
effect at the right time and get off at the right time. Re- 
corded music can’t think. For instance, I did the music 
for the famous Orson Welles ‘War of the Worlds’ broad- 
east (which scared the bejabbers out of half the country). 
The music had to begin on the instant anc end on the in- 
stant; one half-note or quarter-note longer and the theme 
would have been killed. 


“The same goes for quiz shows. You have to play 
‘stings’ (accénts) where they belong, gentle music where 
it belongs, or you kill the feeling. We even had an ar- 
rangement so that ‘Dotto’ could get off the air right on 
the beat, which is a good trick musically.” 


With “Dotto” off the air, Mr. Sylvern is at liberty 
again in case you're looking for a musical director for a 
quiz show. You couldn't find a better man. His “schmid- 
lapps” are handled with care, his “stings” with genuine 
affection.

ARE YOU a normal person? 
Wait a minute before you an- 
swer. Trying to be “normal” 
may be the worst thing in the 
world for you. 

That is the view of a well- 
known psychiatrist, Dr. Philip 
Polatin, associate professor of 
clinical psychiatry at Colum- 
bia University and co-author 
with his wife, Ellen C. Philtine, 
of the book “The Well-Ad- 
justed Personality.” 

“Who is to say what is nor- 
mal for all people?” Dr. Po- 
latin asked. “A British psy- 
chiatrist, Dr. Edward Glover, 
says that the normal person is 
free from mental conflicts and 
symptoms of emotional disturb- 
ance, capable of satisfactory 
work, and able to love some- 
one other than himself. Yet 
none of us can measure up to 
these standards all of the time. 
We can merely approximate 
them. 

“In other words, each indi- 
vidual has his own standard 
of normality. For example, 


‘what upsets me and interferes 


with my working capacity may 
not bother you. And what 
makes you feel anxious and 
perplexed may have no effect 
on your neighbor. It’s some- 
thing like blood pressure. 

“What is a normal reading? 
You and I know there’s a wide 
range that doctors regard as 
normal. An active; dynamic 
type of personality may func- 
tion comfortably with a systolic 
réading of 140. For him, that’s 
normal. But a quieter, less ex- 
citable man of the same age 
may show a reading of 128. 
However, if his pressure sud- 
denly mounts to 140 and stays 
there, that isn’t normal—for 
him. He needs a doctor. 

“So in the field of mental 
health there is a wide range 
of normal behavior. Each in- 
dividual has a different inheri- 
tance and a different back- 
ground that help to shape his 
personality. 

“Yet society imposes certain 
rigid standards of behavior to 
which all of us are expected to 
conform. We are expected to 
do well at school and grow up 
with the least possible dis- 
turbance to society. Then we 
are under pressure to make 
good at some job or career 
and, in most cases, to prove our 
success by making money. 


“Once established as a 
productive member of the 
group, we are expected to 
marry and make our contri- 
bution to society by having 
children, These are regarded 
as evidences of normal be- 
havior. Yet trying too hard 
to live up te them may cata- 
pult some individuals inte 
mental illness. In striving to 
be normal, as prescribed by 
social custom, they may ac- 
tually become abnormal.” 


Dr. Polatin illustrated this 
seeming paradox by citing two 
cases he has observed. 

One was that of a man who 
had been working happily as 
a bookkeeper for a number of 
years. Then his wife, feeling 
the pressure of keeping up with 
the Joneses, began urging him 
to find a job with more pres- 
tige and better income. 

He finally went to work as 
a salesman for a large auto- 
mobile firm. He had to mix a 
great deal socially, much to 
the delight of his wife. But 
the man became increasingly 
tense and anxious. He was not 
suited by temperament to an 
aggressive, extroverted role. At 
last he sought psychiatric help 
and was advised to return to 
his old job. 

Back with his books and his 
figures, he was able to relax. 
Although he was earning less 
money, he was following a pat- 
tern of living that was right 
for him. 

Another case was that of a 
brilliant young college student. 
She wanted to continue her 
education and become a doc-

tor. But her family thought she 
should get married and urged 
her to go out more with young 
men. 

When one man finally pro- 
posed to her, she refused in 
panic and shut herself up in 
her room, weeping and refus- 
ing food. Because of early con- 
ditioning, the girl was afraid 
of sex and certainly was not 
ready for marriage. Through 
pressure to conform to what 
her family regarded as “nor- 
mal,” she was pushed almost 
to the breaking point. 


Who needs a psychiatrist? 
According to Dr, Polatin, no- 
body needs a psychiatrist 
who can function with any 
measure of satisfaction. 


This principle is illustrated 
by the plight of two sisters 
who lost their husbands. The 
younger woman went through a 
period of mourning, but with 
the help of friends and rela- 
tives she was able to adjust 
in a few months and even to 
sony a job to help support her- 
self. 

The other sister, however, 
reacted to her husband’s death 
in a different way. She be- 
came increasingly despondent 
as the months passed and re- 
fused to go out of the house, 
even to the corner grocery, 
without a companion. 

Finally, she gave up going 
out altogether and her food 
had to be brought in to her. 
She had lost the ability to func- 
tion as a normal human being, 
and psychiatric help was clear- 
ly needed to overcome her 
neurosis. 


The psychiatrist has no 


pe 

eliminate the tensions of life, 
although he may help us to 
resolve our tensions through 
a sensible balance of work 
and play. But the greatest 
contribution of the psychia- 
trist is to guide us to a bet- 
ter understanding of our- 
selves. In that self-knowledge 
very often lies the secret of 
: richer and more satisfying 
ife. 


Whether you are blonde or 
brunette, have blue eyes or 
brown, you had no say in the 
matter. You inherited these 
characteristics, just as you did 
the shape of your nose or the 
size of your feet. This is a 
well-established scientific fact. 

But what about mental and 
emotional traits? Why are some 
people strong, dependable, 
w ell-adjusted personalities 
while others are the unhappy 
victims of mental breakdown? 

Scientists are still pondering 
these questions. And well they 
might, for according to the 
United States Surgeon General, 
mental illness is the nation’s 
No. 1 health problem.

If the present trend contin- 
ues, 1 out of 10 Americans 
will develop some form of men- 
tal or emotional disorder, and 
1 out of 20 will have to spend 
some time in a mental institu- 
tion. Right now, it is estimated 
that nearly half of all hospital 
beds in the nation are occupied 
by mental patients. 

Scientists often learn about 
well people by studying the 
sick. So psychiatrists have 
sought to find the key to good 
mental health by observing the 
mentally ill. For if we know 
the cause of such illness, per- 
haps we can avoid it or treat it 
more effectively when it does 
occur. 

These experts of the mind 
have generally agreed that 
environmental pressures are to 
blame, especially the almost 
forgotten experiences of child- 
hood. They point out that nur- 
ture rather than nature is the 
more important factor. 

But not all psychiatrists 
have accepted this view. An 
outstanding dissenter is Dr. 
Franz Josef Kallmann, head of 
the Medical Genetics Depart- 
ment of the New York State 
Psychiatric Institute. As Dr. 
Kallmann says, the stress and 
strain of environment may ex- 
plain why some people are 
mentally harmed by certain 
circumstances. But it does not 
explain why others who live in 
those same circumstances, or 
worse, are not harmed. Clear- 
ly, there must be other factors 
at work. 


Dr. Kallmann began his 
investigations back in 1928. 
As a young psychiatrist in a 
Berlin hospital, he was im- 
pressed by the number of 
cases of mental illness among 
the relatives of the patients 
he was treating. This was 
especially true of schizo- 
phrenia, one of the more 
common forms of mental ill- 
ness. Did heredity play a 
major role? Or had some 
families suffered unduly 


Betsy Palmer---TV’s Shiniest Face

NEW YORK, Aug. 25 (UPI), 

NO MATTER how cloudy it 
may be, the sun shines through 
five morning a week if you 
tune in on NBC’s “Today” pro- 
gram at 7 a.m. The face of 
Betsy Palmer turns the trick. 

It is well established by now 
that, somehow, Miss Palmer, 
who happens also to be quite 
an accomplished actress, has 
the shiningest countenance to 
be found on TV. It isn’t just 
the smile; 
fetching smiles. It’s... 
a sort of irrepressible over-all 
glow. 


“T’ve been called the preo- 
totoype of the well-scrubbed 
American girl look,” said 
Miss Palmer, “and I must 
say I’ve resented that at 
times. But I’ve sort of be- 
come resigned to it, even 
though I still have an un- 
easy feeling that it limits 
me professionally. 


“I'm just naturally a friendly 
puppy type, I guess, and I 
can’t help it. I’m certainly no 
beauty.” 

There are those who would 
take issue, even with such an 
authority as Miss Palmer on 
that last statement. 

It doesn’t seem either that 
Miss Palmer should have wor- 
ries about being limited pro- 
fessionally. 

She has done a litfle bit of 
everything in some seven years 
in television. Only last week 
she took over as the regular 
women’s editor on “Today.” 
She had had a four-week tour 
of duty at same earlier this 
year, filling tn. during the 
pregnancy of editor-singer Hel- 
en O'Connell. The latter re- 
signed recently because she

wished to return to California 
to live. 

Miss Palmer, who studied to 
be a stenographer and was one 
for a time, came here from 
her home town of East Chi- 
cago after some training in 
acting at De Paul university 
and some stock company acting 
in the Chicago area. The big 
idea, of course, was to get on 
the stage. 

“But the first acting johs I 
got were in television,” she 
said. “I got started rather 
quickly and easily, but I didn't 
stay prosperous very long. I 
was glad to get work doing TV 
commercials. 

“My friends warned me 
against that. They said anyone 
who did commercials didn’t 
stand much chance of getting 
acting parts. Later, when I be- 
gan appearing on TV quiz 
shows as a panel member’— 
she’s now a regular on the 
CBS “I’ve Got a Secret” and 
has paneled on three other 
such shows from time to time 
—“} heard the same ‘dire 
thing. 

“But it didn't work out that 
way for me. I seemed to bene-

fit in the acting department 
because of the other work, to 
say nothing of not having to 
worry about money between 
acting assignments. 


“There’s another thing you'll 
be told after you've established 
yourself as a TV actress of 
some importance. Your friends 
will suggest that you now have 
to exercise some selectivity 
about the roles and plays you 
agree to accept. Well, all I can

You begin turning down scripts | 
right and left and first thing 
you know you haven't worked 
for six months or so.” ‘ 


Miss Palmer has had lead- 
ing roles in two Broadway 
plays since she came here, 
she has a Columbia pictures 
movie contract and may have 
to go te Hollywood in the 
near future as leading lady 
for “The Last Angry man,” 
and she has one of the real 
acting plums of the new TV 
season as the heroine of Wil- 
liam Saroyan’s “the Time of 
Your Life.” 


This is the ‘“Playhouse 90” 
version of the famous play in 
which Jackie Gleason will star 
on the CBS network Oct. 9. 

“We start rehearsals on that 
one shortly,” she said, “which 
means that I may have to miss 
a few sessions of ‘Today.’ Mean- 
while, I’m rushing around like 
mad trying to get everything 
finished up in the home we've 
bought in New Jersey.”

from unfavorable home sur- 
roundings? 


This was the start of Dr. 
Kallmann’s monumental study 
of twins, a project which has 
carried him all over the United 
States and netted him more 
than 7000 case histories. Why 
twins? Because twins come the 
closest to having the same 
heredity. Indeed, identical 
twins do have the same hered- 
ity, since they spring from a 
single fertilized egg which 
somehow has divided into two. 

Of course, Dr. Kallmann 
makes it clear that mental ill- 
ness does not occur any oftener 
among twins than among the 
population in general. Yet if 
you start with a group of twins 
who yom to be mentally ill, 
and if heredity really plays a 

part in mental illness, you 
a expect to find an unus- 


ually large amount of such, 


trouble among their 
brothers and sisters. 

But Dr. Kallmann has .not 
been content to stop here. 
Through the years, he nas 
painstakingly tracked down 
whole families, including twins 
and their brothers and sisters 
and their half- and step-broth- 
ers and sisters. He figures that 
they all have approximately the 
same environment within the 
confines of each individual 
family. Thus, if heredity plays 
a part in mental illness, it 
should manifest itself more 
strikingly as the blood ties get 
closer. 

The results of this study 
have been dramatic. In schizo- 
phrenia, for example, the 
chance that the average per- 
son will fall victim to disease 
is only about 1 per cent. The 
chance for a stepbrother of a 
sick twin is not much greater, 
less than 2 per cent. This is 
logical, since he is not a blood 
relative. 

But a half-brother, inheriting 
as he does the genes of one

parent, has a 7 per cent chance 
of also being schizophrenic 
For a full-brother, with genes 
from the same set of parents, 
the chance doubles to 14 per 
cent. And, surprisingly, it is 
only half a point higher for 
a fraternal twin who shares 
approximately the same en- 
vironment as his mentally ill 
twin. 


But what about the identi- 
cal twin of a schizophrenic, 
the one who also shares his 
heredity? The study shows 
that he has an incredible 86 
per cent chance of developing 
the same mental illness! 


What are the implications for 
you and me? 

Dr. Kallmann points out 
hopefully that most of us are 
protected against severe mental 
illness by our heredity. But 
even for those who are vulner- 
able, preventive measures can 

taken to guard against 
stressful situations that may 
“trigger” the illness into be- 


ng. 

The brightest hope, however, 
may be the discovery of a 
drug that will enable the mind 
and body to function normally 
in spite of some inherited de- 
ficiency in body chemistry.

Paint House

SPRING IS the traditional 
time’ to paint a house but the 
best time to do the job is in 
late summer or early fall. There 
are many reasons that make 
this a better time for painting 
than any other period of the 


year. 

First, it’s a matter of good 
painting weather. In late 
summer and early fall there is 
usually a nice long dry period 
and this means less chance of 
having to stop the job before 
it’s finished because of rain or 
having rain damage the paint 
before it is thoroughly dry. 

What's even more important 
is the fact that this warm dry 
spell insures the woodwork be- 
ing good and dry right through 
with less chance of blistering 
and peeling due to moisture 
inside the wood being trapped 
by the paint film. 

This is very important be- 
cause while wood may appear 
quite dry on the surface it 
often is damp inside and un-. 
less all this moisture dries up 
before the paint goes on, you 
are going to have trouble. 

If you are planning on do- 
ing the actual job of painting 
yourself, you'll find the cool 
weather of late summer and 
early fall a more pleasant time 
in which to work. There won't 


be so many insects to get 
mixed up in the fresh paint and 
the slightly cooler tempera- 


tures will eliminate the chance 
of the paint drying too rapidly 
which can occur when paint is 


applied during the very hot 
weather. 
Actually, you have a nice 


long time in which to complete 
the job because you really can 
go right on applying paint as 
long as the temperature is not 
below 50 degrees or so.

Halt i in Nuclear Tests 


NEW YORK, Aug. 25. 

1 READ WITH PLEASURE the United States offer 
to suspend nuclear tests for a year if the Russians meet 
certain conditions. This decision undoubtedly stems from 
the East-West conference of scientific experts meeting in 
Geneva. 

It must be gratifying to Adlai Stevenson and the 
Democrats who followed him and worked in his campaign 
that this idea is finally accepted. Mr. Stevenson proved to 
have been ahead of his time in feeling that this gesture 
could be made without endangering our safety too much. 


There is no question that there is always risk 
in doing anything, and there is probably risk in 
this decision, But it seems to me it is time for such 
a decision in view of the feeling on the subject 
expressed by so many of the countries who have 
no atom bombs or atomic power of any kind. 


I hope the negotiations going on which suggest making 
Antarcticd an international laboratory will be brought to 
a successful conclusion, too. Twelve nations are participat- 
ing and both the United States and Yhe Soviet Union are 
concerned. I think it is becoming increasingly evident 
that we need international control in a number of areas 
where real gains in scientific knowledge can only be made 
as scientists of different nations co-operate. 


IT WAS INTERESTING to read of the first “tourist 
party” to arrive from Russia. Fourteen Soviet citizens are 
here not on an official visit but as tourists for two weeks. 
It has cost them $1145, according to the account I read, 
and they will have visited New York City, Washington, 
Chicago and Niagara Falls before. returning home. 

Of course, they will go to the United Nations, and 
if I were not just on the verge of going away I would 
be hopeful that they would visit Hyde Park. As we begin 
to get Russian tourists coming into this country we should 
be prepared to show them our homes. 


That is really the greatest difference between 
the Soviet Union and the United States. The homes 
of workers are very much easier to see here than 
they are over there, and since this is the basic 
difference in life for an American citizen and life 
for a Soviet citizen—whether we talk of the man 
working with his hands or with his head—this 
business of a home is really important. 


I think, therefore, we should make every effort to 
show the difference in our way of life over here. They 
may or may not like it, but they will understand us better 
for it, if they know that we are basically different in 
this respect of our daily living. 

I am also glad that we are prodding the Soviet 
Government to end travel restrictions. The fact that we 
are letting the barriers down to a certain extent is a 
demonstration to these new. Russian tourists of what a 
free country really is, but only time will tell when the 
Soviets will be ready to reciprocate.

000 of the over-45 students are 
in civics and public affairs 
classes. 


He said interest in trade 
and business courses de- 
creases a8 age increases, 
although 14 per cent of those 
75 and over are taking 
courses which help them 
earn a living. Men show a 
lively interest in agriculture 
and vocations; women in 
general and recreational sub- 
jects. 


St. Louis adults are follow- 
ing the national trend back 
into the classroom, according 
to Mrs. Susan Simrall, director 
of the Adult Education Council.
